I INCE every perſon that takes the oath 

"© of allegiance, declarcs ; that he believes, 

$Z/'W and is reſolved in his Conſcience , thac 

F ncicher the Pope nor any other perſon what- 

SI locycr can ablolyc him of that oath : Quez- 

ECT —_—_—_ rc, vwhcthcr Conycntions and cycn Parlia- 

ments arc not compriſed under thoſe yyords , any other perſon 
vvhatſoever, 
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IT. All perſons that take it, declare that they dereſt and 
abjure as impious and Hzreticall this damnable doCtrine and 
polition , That Princes, wuhich be excommunicated or de 
prived by the Pope , may be depoſed or murdered by their 
Sabjetts or any other perſon wohatſoever , SINCE 1t 1s nct to 
be imagined that the Pope yvill excommunicate or deprive 
any Princes bur ſuch as are contrary to his religion and the 
intereſts of it. Qzere vyhether ir be a dodtrine lefle Im- 
pious, lefſc Hzrericall, or lefſe damnable to velt that poyyer 
in the People vvhich is juſtly denyed ro the Pope, that they 
may qgrive or depoſe any Prince that is of a different Re- 
ligion from th:irs , vvheneyer they $hall fancy that the intc= 
reſts of cheir Religion may mifcarry in his hands. Or to ſay 
the ſame thing in other vyords, 


ITI. Whether it vvas not a ſtrange confidence in Doctor 
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Burnet in his ſermon preach't 23. Decem. before the Prince 
of Orange, afrer he had vvith a juſt indignation , ask-d , 
vyherher xcal for Holy Church could vuartant breach of 
faith? yet in the very ſame diſcourſe, ro magnify the rebel- 
lion of the People and the deſertion of the Army, as the 
Lords Doing, and one of the yvonders of his Love and Mer- 
cy : though it vyas a complication of as much treaſon , per- 
jury and breach of faith , as ever vvas acted in the vvorld : 
and Expreſly acknovvledged by thoſe that vvere Guilty of 
it that it yvould be fo in any other caſe but Zeal for their 
Religion. 


I'V. Since in all Parliaments as the Intercſt of the Pco- 
ple is ſufficiently ſecured by their free ElcCtion of their re- 
preſentarives, ſo the intereſt of the Crovyn is likevviſc ſecu- 
red in that all men are diſabled ro ſic or att incither of the 
Houles till they have qualified themſclves by taking the 
oaths of allegiance and ſupremacy ; if the laſt of rheſe qua- 
liacations be not obſerved as vyell as the firſt in any Con- 
yention or prerended Parliament that $hall be cal'd vvithour 
the Kings Authority, Auer, vvherher all their proceedings 
may nor juſtly be eſtcemzed as parriall , as their very being 
\ and Conſtitution is illegall , by all indifferent perſons. 


1 V. Quer , vyhether allegiance be locall, or that it may 

ceaſe as ſoon as a king is out of his Dominions ? For , ſince 

a ſubject beyond rhe ſeas may commir treaſon againſt the 
King being m England : vvhy the ſubje&s in England may 

nor commit treaſon againſt the King vvhen he is beyond the 

icas, vvill be a hard ſtrain ro make the difference. Bur this 

hath been ſolemnly adjudged by all the Judges of 1. Jn in 


the Caſe of Sir H. Vane, vvho vvas Indifted , condemned 


and exccuted for High creaſon commirred againſt King 
Charles the ſecond ar a time yvhen he vyas in France for the 
© reaſon-that the King is there novy, and-had no body 


then in Commiſſion to a& for him or by his authority ut 
England, 
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VI. If a Kings going out of England (eventhough there 
had bcen no force ) vvere a forfeiture of his Crovvn ; Qzer: 
vyherher , not only all our Kings in their Expeditions into 
the holy Land , France , &c. but the Emperour , vyho in 
Henry the cighes time, or the King of Denmark vvho inthe 
Reign of King James the firſt came into England , only , for 
ought appearcs , to make viſits ; or for their pleaſure ; or ar 
belt ro tranſaCt affaires that might have been done by their 
miniſters ; vvhether by this they vvere thought ro have for- 
teired their Crovvns by their Subjefts or any body els 2 


V II. Since any force upon the meaneſt ſubject makes ir 
impoſlible for him ro barr himſclf or part vvith any righr 
of his, ſolong as he continues under that force ; Que vo 
ther a King not only oycrpovverd bur impriſoned by a for- 
raign army can loſc or Forfvir any thing by uſing his utmoſt 
endeavours to regain his liberty and by conrcinuing 1n a place 
of ſafety till ſuch force is removed 2 


VIITTL. Whether that Starute that indemnifes all ſuch as 
Shall fight for a King de futto-though he be nor a King de 
fure , vvhich yvas only intended to quiet mens minds in caſe 
of a doubrfull title as often hapned in the intricate pedigree 
bervycen the Houles of Lancaſter and York , can ever be 
applyed ro one that uſurps the Crovvn upon a King vyhoſe 


title js ſo clear and ſo uniyerſally acknovvledged. 


I X. Since ignorance of the Lavy excuſes no man , vyhe- 
ther all choſe that $hall run into Rebellion , hoping for in- 
demniry by thar Scatute , and $hall afrervvards come to be 
executed for it , may not juſtly lay their blood ar the door of 
thoſe, vvho have miſled chem by diſguifing the lavy vvich 
fach abſurd and malicious interpretations, 


X. Whether an English or a forreign Army be che fieter 


inſtrument ro ſect up Arbitrary poyver in England ; or vyhe- 
cher a Layvfull King , vvho can have no temprarion to it, or 
an uſurper , vyho can never be ſafe yyithour it , be the like» 


her perſon to enſlave the nation, 
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XI. Whether perſons that arc to be proceded againſt in 
Parliament yvere cyer heretofore commirted priſoners before 
the Parliament fate, 


X II. This being novy done by the Prince of Orange, 
vyhether it be not ane evident gn that vvhenever he shall pert 
any aſſembly of men together that he $hall think fitt ro Nile 
a Parliament , he reſolves they Shall be ſuch as $hall fallupon 
any perſons or doe any thing that he shall think fitt to chalk 


out to them, 


X ITT. Whether the vvhole Courſe of his life abroad in 
the deſtruction of the liberty of choſe Provinces yvith vvhoſe 
proteCtion he vvas entruſted , Or his many violent and ille. 
gall aftions lunce his Landing , doe give the more certain yyar- 
ning to every Englisch man of that oppreſſion and Tyranny 
they muſt Ly under during his uſurpation, 


XIV. If the Prince of Orange find any perſon honeſt 
enough ro oppoſe his unjuſt defſigns vyhether of deſtroying 
or enflaving the People and char he nds no vvay by lavy to 
remove ſuch perſons : Qzere if he vvill nor ler looſe the 
People upon them as he did upon the De }/iztes in Holland 
and Roman Catholicks in England? 


XV. Since the Prince of Orange has shoyvn that his 
oath , though never ſo ſolemnly given , is not to be regar- 
ded ; as it appeares by his having ſvyorn folemnly ro the 
States generall of the United Provinces upon his admiſſion 
rojthe office of their Generall , that he never should as; , or 
tho offered accept of the office of Stare-Holder , and yer both 
aked and is in aCtuall poſſeſſion of rhe ſame : Lure vvhat 
_ he can give that he vvil not treat England if they 
make him their maſter as he has done Holland vyho made 


him their ſervant? - .. &
